When put togetherthe shoe presents a handsome appearance and
is as light as a leather shoe of correspondingsize.
A colored woman, residing neai NanjemoyChurch in Charles county Md., has given birth

of four children within twelve months. The
first was born in December last, and about two
weeks since she gave birth to three more.
The last three were boys.

day last. After assuring them of his protection,and admonishing them to be industrious, sober
and honest, he told them he wanted to putthe black man in the jury box and on the
witness stand; but said nothing about the
ballot box. He reported that during the past
week between sis and seven hundred negroes
tad been sent to their homes in different parts
of the State, where they have contracted with
their former masters to work for wages..Within a month, it is said, there will be a
general clearing out of negroes, as engagements
have been perfected to procure them work in
different parts of the South.

Prince George's county will hold a countyconvention on the 17th of October, at UpperMarlborough. A public meeting is called bythe endorsers of President Johnson's recon¬
struction policy, to be held at Leonardtown,St. Mary's county, on the 10th of October.

NEWS BY TO-DAY'S MAIL.

A despatch from Governor Holden to the
President, announces that the North Carolina
State Convention, yesterday, declared the
ordinance of secession null and void, and that
the slavery question will be disposed of to day.
John D. S. Driden and W. V. N. Bay, who

were ejected from the Supreme Bench in
Missouri by order of Governor Fletcher, be¬
cause they would not obey the vacating ordi¬
nance of the State Convention, have tendered
their resignations.

Mobile is once more in communication by
rail with Montgomery, via Knoxville and
Lynchburg, and Adams's Express has also
found its way there.
Later news from Mexico says that a force or

1,200 Mexicans, under Cortinas, is marching
on Matamoros, plundering everything as they
go. A decisive victory of 900 Mexicans over

3,500 imperial troops, in July, (?) is claimed,
with the capture of prisoners, arms, and tro¬
phies.
Maximilian has issued an imperial decree

which nominally abolishes slavery in Mexico,
but at the same time 'establishes a system of
peonage in the empire.

Gen. Rousseau, member of Congress elect
from Kentucky, has written a letter to the
President, sustaining the course pursued by
General Palmer in the administration or affairs
in that State.

Dr. Mudd, at the Dry Tortugas, undertook
to escape recently, by secreting himselt in the
coal-bunkers of the steamer Thomas Scott,
He was found and set to wheeling sand. The
Quartermaster of the steamer was his accom¬

plice.
Two warehouses, containing 4,000 and 800

bales of cotton respectively, have been destroy¬
ed by incendiarism at Mobile. Loss on the
greater amount, $800,000, mostly insured.
From San Francisco we learn that the steam¬

er Constitution has sailed for Panama, with
nearly a million and a half in treasure.

system for the reclamation, or at least the
protection, of that unhappy class of females
whose existence is at once the surest concom¬
itant and the deepest mortification of civilized
society.
A general order has been issued by the com¬

mandant of the Navy Y$ry at Brooklyn, N.
1\, prohibiting the exaction of money for
political purposes from the workmen employed
there, and directing that any money already so
received shall be refunded forthwith. A repe¬
tition of the offence, it is announced, will sub¬
ject^ the offender io removal from whatever
position he may chance to hold. Excellent!
